W ood escaped in ju ry , bu t Fireman 
Dou gherty was also cau ght u n d er 
the d ebris, an d it was sev eral hou rs 
before he cou ld be rescu ed , he hav ­ 
in g begged in the mean time that 
the crew hit him in jthe head with 
an ax , thu s pu ttin g him ou t of his 
misery 
The crew labored heroically to 
ex tricate poor Dou gherty , bu t when 
he was fin ally rescu ed it was^d is- 
cov ered that he had su stain ed a 
fractu re of both legs, an d had been 
bu rn ed by scald in g steam u n til 
there was n o hops of recov ery .

A MOB AT HAVANA 


Anti-American Feeling Reaches 
a Climax. 


J POLICE ARE POW ERLESS. 


Eiffht Persons V?ere Killed and Over 
One Hundred Wounded—More 
Trouble Ahead.

The general strike of union la­ 
borers ordered at Havana, Cuba, 
M onday , in sy mpathy 
with 
the 
cigarmakers, led to serious trouble. 
A s the results of clashes 
in the 
outskirts of the city , there are a 
number of dead and 
wounded. 
Several batteries of machine guns 
have been placed in some of the 
streets and at the palace, to be used 
in case they are needed. 
One o ' 
the features of the labor trouble is 
a decided anti-American feeling, 
w hich seems to have reached a cli­ 
max. 


A m eeting of veterans of the 
revolution was held last night, at 
w hich it was agreed to support the 
police in maintaining order. 
Gen. 
M aximo Gomez 
stated that rep- 
retentatives of the strikers should 
be heard. 
Later, at a m eeting of 
the strikers, Gen. 
Gomez stated 
that eight persons had be^n killed 
in the fighting of the day , and that 
over a hundred had been iniured. 
H e also declared that Barcelona, a 
K ey W est anarchist, had incited 
the strike. 
The trouble began early in ♦^he 
morning, when 
several ihousand 
strikers massed at the outly ing 
ward know n 
as Cuato Caminos 
and attempted to stop the cars of 
the Havana electric com pany from 
running. 
The strikers assembled 
on the road, derailed the cars and 
attacked the motormen, wlio had 
refused to join the strike. 
A s the 
cars were toppled over the strikers 
smashed the windows with clubs 
and stones. 
For a time the police 
were utterly unable to cope with 
the strikers, 
aod 
a number 
officers were badly hurt. 
A fter the first assault upon the 
property of the street railway no 
further attempt was made to run 
cars until about i o ’clock p. m. 
In view of 
the 
attitude of the 
strikers the police were ordered to 
adopt energetic measures. 
The 
first fatalities after the attempt to 
resume 
the 
running of cars oc­ 
curred in the suburb of J asus del 
M onte, where the strikers attem pt­ 
ed to stop a car, and one of them 
w as arrested. 
The arrest was the 
signal for a renewed outburst‘of 
fury on the part of the strikers, and 
an attempt was made to ly nch the 
policeman who made 
the 
arrest. 
Police re-enforcements were hur­ 
ried to the scene, and in the en­ 
counter which followed tw o of the 
rioters were shot and killed. 
A lm ost simultaneously conflicts 
were occurring in other parts of 
the city , and another striker was 
killed. 
About this 
time about 
eigh ty others had been wounded 
by bullets or otherwise injured. A t 
one place a policeman was expostu­ 
lating w ith the strikers when a 
man sneaked up behind him and 
cut his throat. 
A tobacco knife 
w as the weapon 
used, 
and the 
w ound proved fatal. 
E ight other 
policemen were hurt. 
A crow d of forty or fifty 
per­ 
sons, 
m ostly negroes, 
marched 
dow n O bispo street, y ellin g “ D eath 
to the president.” 
T he police dis­ 
persed them before they reached 
the palace square. 
It is alleged that the Spaniards 
are urging the strike on in the 
hope of bringing the U nited States 
governm ent back to Cuba. 
Som e 
Spaniards adm itted as much to a 
correspondent. 
T hey say they are 
able to stand the 
strike m any 
m onths and w ill not give up.

Train robbery as an industry is 
to be throttled through concerted 
action of railroad and express com* 
panies operating from headquarters 
scattered throughout the middle 
west. 
Chicago officials of some of the 
roads directly interested have been 
spurred to drastic measures. 
The Davenport robbery of the 
fast Chicago, R ock Island and Pa­ 
cific train was the straw that broke 
the camel’s back. 
The railroad 
company, in conjunction with the 
United States ^ Express company, 
has issued a joint reward of $5,000 
for the arrest and conviction of the 
knights of the road who intercepted 
their train early Saturday morning, 
and, running away with the engine 
and express car, blew the latter 
vehicle to pieces with a dynamite 
bomb. 
In addition to a declaration of a 
new policy to follow these robbers 
until captured, the Burlington road 
entered the field with an announce­ 
ment that 
a dead 
train 
robber 
would be worth $1,000 to any one 
of its employes. 
It was inferred, by some 
who 
heard of the order, that dead train 
robbers would be preferable to live 
ones. 
“ W e have given all our trainmen 
to understand,” said F. A . Delano,
